Alfred Baker Lewis, Na-

Commenting In a prepared 


statement, Lewis said Ford's 
liberal record on voting while 
in Congress, as compiled by 
both the Amavicens for 
Democratic Action and the 
AFL-CIO, is very low. 

“He has a record of 
voting for civil r wd legis- 
lation,” Lewis said. "But he 
declared himselt against tor- 
ced busing during the trouble 
over busing in Boston, so 
that the rf of Boston 
stated that his stand fanned 
the flames of violent 
resistance to busing, 

"His complete disregard of 


the interest of black people is 


shown by the fact that black ° 


people have already suffered, 
from more than 6 percent un- 
employment continually for a 
good many years,” Lewis 
stated. "But Ford does not 
proposed to relieve their un- 
employment now. 

"He pins his chief hope for 
curbing Inflation on high in. 
terest rates," Lewis con- 
tinued. "But that won't work. 
Interest is a cost, You cannot 
stop inflation by raising the

Prior to the announcement 
of the appointment of William 
K. Willis as director of the 
Ohio Youth Commission, 
Gov. Rhodes had named 
Helen W. Evans to be his 
director of Ohio's Department 
of Industrial Relations. 

Practically concurrent with 
these moves, Bennett Cooper 
was let out as the director of 
the Ohio Department’ of 
Rehabilitation and Correction 
and William E, Garnes was 
replaced as the administrator 
of the Ohio: Bureau of Em- 
ployment Services. 

Gov. Rhodes, however, 
retained Cooper and named 
him to the post of deputy 
director of the Ohio Depart- 
mant of Eaonamia Navalnn. 
ment in charge of the 
Division of Administration of 
Justice, He replaces—Gol, 
Alphonso Montgomery, 
currently. in_charge of the 
unit, 

Director Evans and Direc- 
tor Willis took over their new 
positions at noon Monday 
following swearing-in and 
inaugural ceremonies at the 
State Capitol. 

In moving into Rhodes’ top 
employment eschelon, Mrs. 
Evans became the first black 
woman in the history of the 
State of Ohio to serve in a 
Governor's cabinet and Willis 
is the first black administrator 
to head the Ohio Youth Com- 
mission. 


Ouring the two previous 
administrations of Gov. 
Rhodes, Mrs. Evans worked 
as an assistant director under 
William 0. Walker, editor and 
publisher of The CALL-POST 
and director of the Ohio 
Department of Industrial 
Relations, the unit she now 
heads. Walker, named by 
Rhodes, was Ohio's first 
black cabinet member. 

Willis, one of the state's 
most popular employees; was 
a member of the Ohio Youth 
Commission prior ‘to his 
elevation to the position of 
director, He was originally 
appointed by Gov. Rhodes.

For years, persons seeking 
better schools for minorities 
have sought some measure 
of accountability from school 
systems, They wanted a way 
of determining how their 
schools measured up against 
other schools, and fought 
hard to induce the schools to 
make public the scores of 
standardized tests so that the 
community could scrutinize 
those results. 

Ironically, now that those 
demands are being’ met, the 
tests themselves are. coming 
under fire. Both standardized 
achievement and student 
ability (1Q) tests have been 
criticized for culture bias on 
test questions and the misuse 
of Test results, 

There are those, in fact, 
who feel the problems with 
testing are so severe that 
tests would best be thrown 
out, while others believe the 
problems can be minimized

With professionals unable 
to agree, he said, school 
systems aren't going to be 
convinced to give up testing. 
Some people feel that test 
scores are not the best 
means to achieve account- 
ability and may even hinder 
the effort. Teachers. Yy Say, 
cappo Vious tests 
scores and use them as an 
excuse for their students’ 
slow progress. 

Daria Hodge, director of 
the ECCO Day School, be- 
lieves accountability could 
better be achieved by using a 
voucher plan, where parents 
could choose what schools 
their children ‘attend: 

Also commenting on the 
question ‘of -accountability 
was Oris Amos, assistant pro- 
fessor of education at Otter- 
bein College. 

There are so many factors 
involved in learning, she said, 
it's difficult to say.

(EDITOR'S NOTE; The fol- 
lowing explanation of the Com- 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA), the 
comprehensive manpower 
system which went into effect in 
Franklin County on Jan. 1 was 
Provided to The CALL-POST by 
the Departmen’ of Community 
Setvices, wh is legally 
Charged with tr sninistration 
of the program)

A new chapter in the 
history of the delivery of man- 
power services to the citizens 
of Franklin County is now un- 
Gerway. Asa result of. the 
passage of the Compre- 
hensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1973 (CETA), 
the responsibility for the de- 
livery of manpower services 
has shifted from individual or- 
ganizations to local govern- 
ment 

To implement this federal 
mandate and to better serve 
Franklin County residents, 
the City of Columbus and 
Franklin County have formed 
a consortium to serve as the 
prime sponsor for all man- 
power services. 

The City of Columbus is 
the legal entity of this united 
effort and the Department of 
Community Services, under 
the direction of Odella W 
Williams, is charged with the 
responsibility for the ad- 
ministration of the compre- 
hensive manpower system 

in the past, manpower ser- 
viees have been fragmented 


into categorical programs 
through federal legislation 
and: “guidelines. The end 


result of this arrangement im- 
peded coordination and co- 
Operation between programs, 
as well as encouraged com- 
petition for an ever 
decreasing amount of re- 
sources 

In the future, CETA will 
alleviate the shortcomings of 
the individually funded pro- 
grams and better serve the 
residents of Franklin County, 

The purpose of CETA is to 
Maximize the use of available 
manpower resources to assist 
the unemployed, underem- 
Ployed and economically dis- 
advantaged to gain perma- 
nent entrance into the socio- 
economic mainstream of the 
community and to become 
Producers rather than con- 
sumers. 

This will be accomolished 
by developing job-opportuni- 
ties, training, education and a 
variety of support services 
needed to enable individuals 
to secure and retain employ- 
ment. 

itis important to note- that’ 
CETA will be a valuable tool 
in. improving the overall 
economic stability and health 
of Franklin County by elimi- 
nating the barriers to employ- 
ment of the potential work- 
force and thereby increasing 
the productivity, of —all 
citizens. 

The three main goals of 
CETA--coordination of alt 


——— 


manpower planning and ser- 
vice delivery; improving the 
skills of the work force; and 
maximizing employment op- 
portunities by removing 
barriers to employment—are 
designed to meet the major 
emphasis of the federal legis- 
lation 

The Departments of Com- 
munity Services recognizes 
that no plan, however well 
prepared, can anticipate all 
circumstances which will oc- 
cur during the next twelve 
months of operation. 

It is incumbent upon ail 
segments of the community 
to recognize that—this- isa 
plan to indicate where we will 
start and not where we will 
stop. 

The comprehensive man- 
power system will address it- 
self to the following function- 
al areas: intake, direct place- 
ment, assessment and coun- 
seling, training, placement, 
job development and job con- 
trol, education and sup- 
portive services. 

(The other functional 
areas—the management infor- 
mation system, fiscal and 
evaluation—are part of the 
overall, ongoing functions of 
the operation_of the Depart: 
ment, of Community Ser,. 
vices.) 

Following is a brief 
description of the major func- 
tional areas of CETA: 


INTAKE 

Intake |s the initial stage of 
contact between the compre- 
hensive manpower system 
and its clients. Intake -is 
decentralized into ten-neigh- 
borhood centers and one in- 
take unit at the central office. 

Seven of the neighborhood 
centers will be operated by 
the Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action Or- 
ganization (CMACAO) and 
three by the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services 
(OBES). 

The CMACAO centers in- 
clude:

mprehensive Manpower System, 
Administration Is Explained | 


The decentralized ap- 
proach to intake is designed 
to make the services of the 
comprehensive manpower 
system more accessible to 
those in need of employment 
opportunities. 

The decentralized ap- 
proach is not new. CETA will, 
however, be able to coordi- 
nate such activities and 
thereby increase efficiency of 
operation and delivery of ser- 
vices to clients. 

There are six basic func- 
tions performed by intake: 

1-Intake contacts potential 
clients through outreach , ad- 
vertising, walk-in or client 
referral from another agency. 

2-Intake determines client 
eligibility for CETA services, 
using federal and prime 
sponsor eligibility standards. 

3-Intake determines client 
needs by interviewing, with 
consideration to work, edu- 
cational and personal history, 
consideration of expressed 
needs and consideration of 
previous history of contact 
with’ manpower and social 
service agencies, 

4-intake decides the type of 
services required by the 
client. 

Thé three major referrals 
possible include: direct 
placement to a job if the 
client is CETA-ligible and 
job ready and requires only 
minimal supportive services; 
referral to assessment if the 
client is CETA-éligible but 
not job-ready and. needs 
training, work experience, 
public services employment, 
or Sxtensive supportive ser- 
vices~ or a~-combination of 
these; referral to another 
agency if the client is not 
CETA-¢ligible or needs non- 
manpower services. 

5-In addition to client- 
centered activities, intake 
must also be concerned with 
a variety of other activities. 

Other functions of intake 
include: regulating the 
balance of entering clients to 
conform to the goals con- 
tained in the project 
operating plan; entering suffi- 
cient clients to adequately fill 
training, work experience and 
public service employment 
slots; maintaining a waiting 
list in times when applica— 
tions exceed ability ofthe 
system to provide services; 
scheduling intake flows to 
neither over or under load

filling all Management Infor- 
mation System requirements; 
and maintaining linkages in 
order to be able to refer 
clients who cannot be ade- 
quately served by the CETA 
system to those agencies 
which can serve the clients. 
64intake must perform the 
critioal task of ensuring that 
services are provided to 
those most in need of them. 
The services, although de- 
livered on a decentralized 
basis, will be centrally con- 
trolled and coordinated by 
the intake, assessment and 
Placement manager. 


STE REE I TOUT 


The unified intake system 
will guarantee that a person 
needing any type of man- 
power services can contact 
the CETA system at any point 
and be directed, through in- 
take, to the point where the 
individual’s needs will be 
met. * 

This coordination is vital 
since the old style of in- 
dividual program -operators, 
in which each does its own 
intake, cannot be maintained 
without serious overlap and 
fragmentation. 


DIRECT PLACEMENT 

Direct placement serves 
clients who are determined to 
be CETA-¢ligible and job- 
ready at either intake or 
assessment, 

The purpose of direct 
Placement is to place the 
clients in permanent and 
unsubsidized jobs and to in- 
sure that the clients retain the 
jobs. 

Direct placement may in- 
volve any or all of the fol- 
foming. steps: 

1, Direct placement staff 
raviews the client's back- 
ground as summarized in the 
client record-foider and fur- 
ther interviews the client to 
gain a full understanding of 
the client's capabilities and 
needs. 

2. CETA staff member and 
the client together agree 
upon @ specific job goal. 
Direct placement _ staff 
reviews job orders_on_ the 
CETA/OBES Job Bank to 
determine if a suitable 
Opening. exists. 

3. If no suitable Opening 
exists, the CETA staff con- 
tacts-employers in search of 
one. This contact must be 
cleared. with the central con- 
trol point. 

4. After a suitable opening 
is available, either from the 
Job Bank or through job 
development, direct place- 
ment contacts the employer, 
discusses the client's quali- 
fications and arranges an in- 
terview, 

5. CETA staff assists the 
client in preparing for the in- 
terview and insure the client 
keeps the appointment. 

6. After the interview, direct 
placement then determines it 
the .client .was—hired.-1f-not; 
another interview is 
scheduled, 

7, When the client is hired. 
Piavement reguiary 
contacts the client and em- 
ployer to insure job retention: 

8. In addition to client- 
centered activities, direct 
placement receives all job or- 
der referrals and jobadape—- 
ment contacts from a central 
control point, reports all ac- 
tivity to the Management In- 
formation System and insures 
that contract goals are met 
with the Job Bank. 2 

Direct placement is a 
decentralized function at the 
client service level and 
will be performed at all intake 
locations by the same agen- 
cies to which intake is con-

tracted-OBES and CMACAO, 

Control of direct placement 
is a centralized activity, using 
the same control network un- 
der which indirect placement 
is operated. 

This procedure eliminates 
duplication and fragmenta- 
tion—a frequent shortcoming 
of previous job development 
and placement systems-but, 
the flexibility of reaching 
potential clients in their own 
neighborhoods is not sacri- 
ficed. This flexibility is espe- 
cially important under CETA 
which serves all residents of 
Franklin County. 

One of the key elements in 
this procedure is the elimi- 
nation of individual job de- 
velopers contacting the same 
employer. 


ASSESSMENT 
COUNSELING 
Assessment and- counsel- 
ing is the pivot unlit of CETA. 
At this point non-job-ready 
clients are accepted from in- 
take. Following a thorough 
assessment and counseling 
activities, they may be en- 
tered into4he:training or work 
experience components ap- 
propriate to their needs. 
CETA staff maintains close 
contact with them ‘through 
graduation or ‘completion of 
the training. : 
Following are the various 
components of assessment 

and counseling: 

1, Assessment, the initial 
step, consists of reviewing 
the client's background infor- 
mation, conducting an addi- 
tional interview to determine 
specific skills and aptitudes 
and counseling to insure that 
the client's job goals are firm 
and realistic in regard to 
capabilities. 

The final product of assess- 
ment is the Employability De- 
velopment Plan, which 
describes the client's present 
condition, job goals and what 
steps are to be taken to 
Progress from one to the 
other. All clients referred 
from intake to assessment go 
through this process. 

2. Referral to training or 
work experience follows 
assessment. Various types of 
training and work experience 
are available according to 
client needs. 

They include orientation, 
adult basic education, Grad- 
uate Equivalency Dinioma 
(EU), BOUT WOrK experi- 
ence, youth work experience, 
vocational training, public 
service employment and on- 
the-job training. 

A final option is referral 
from _assessment:.te—place- 
ment. Referral to more than 
one of the above activities is 
possible, depending upon 
client needs. 

3. The coaching staff works 
directly with clients during 
the duration of training or 
work experience, unless 


specific training or work ex- 
perience components have 
special counseling staff, in 
which tase coaches work in 


conjunction with such staff. 

The coaching staff Pparti- 
cipates in the development of 
Employability Development 
Plans, starts the client at the 
work-experience or training 
site, contacts the client regu- 
larly during training or work 
experience to identify and 
solve problems which 
threaten graduation or com- 
pletion, initiates update of 
Employability Development 
Plans, finds drop-outs, ad- 
vises placement staff of im> 
pending graduations and in- 
sures that the system does 
not Jose cliénts. 

4. In addition to these 
client-center activities; 
numeérous coordinative func- 
tions are necessary. Assess- 
ment and counseling staff 
must coordinate client flows 
with—intake, training and 
placement. They must 
balance caseloads. 

Regulation of enrollment to 
conform to the Project 
Operating Plan goals is also 
necessary. Assessment will 
be a centralized function, and 
performed by staffs of the 
City, OBES and CMACAO. 


TRAINING 

The second area of con- 
centration forthe compre- 
hensive manpower program 
is to assist enrollees, who are 
unemployed, underemployed 
and economically disad- 
vantaged, to move from the 
secondary labor market to 
the. prime labor. market. 

The primary labor market 
represents. the high and 
medium skill group, who have 
a high wage level. This group 
experiences an ever in- 
creasing number of job op- 
portunities coupled with-a 
sage of qualified person- 
nel. 


The secondary labor 
market represents the low or 
no skill group, who 


have a low wage level. This 
group is faced with an ever 
decreasing number of job op- 
portunities due to automation 
and their lack of skills. 
Therefore, it is necessary to 
increase the skill level of 
those individuats —, in 
the labor force to facilitate 
their movement ‘to 
primary labor market. 
This Will bé accomplished 
by utilizing the types of 
training previously stated to 


the 


the secondary labor market. 

Mgt | to be provided un- 
der CETA consists of voca- 
tional and occupational 
classroom training, work ex- 
periences, public service em- 
ployment and on-the-job 
training. 

Following is a definition of 
the type of training to be 
provided: 

Vocational and occupation 
training — This is classroom 
training performed by such 
agencies as the Skills Center 
and CADATS. Each class 
typically follows a structured 
curriculum and may include 
related non-vocational in- 
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struction. 

Counseling may be avail- 
able as part of the contract 
package, but is typically” 
limited to classroom behavior « 
and does not usually address 
the overall employability plan, 
which remains the responsi- 
bility of the counseling and 
assessment team. 

Ancillary functions include 
reporting client progress, slot 
availability, time and enrollee 
problems to responsible 
CETA units. 

Work experience -~- Youth 
or adults are involved in work 
experience, which ,. em- 
Phasizes imparting good 
work habits and is important 
as a temporary income sup- 
plementing activity. 

Typical functions include 
development of work-sites, 
insuring adequate super- 
vision at such sites, enrolling 
clients into the available 
slots, maintaining regular 
contact with clients and in- 
suring that clients are paid in 
cases where wages, instead 
of allowances, are used, 

Youth work experience has 
special counselors, while 
adult work experience 
utilizes. regular CETA staff. 
Work experience may 
sometimes include occu- 
pational training, such as in 
the case for out-of-school 
youth. 

Work experience is not 
normally expected to lead 
directly to permanent employ- 
ment.-Work -experience:_ for 
youth will be provided + 
both CMACAO and Gity sta’ 

Adult work experience will 
bea responsibilty of the City, 
and will include short term 
work experience to persons 
in need of such services.

Site development is simpli- 
fied because of the large 
degree to which jobs are 
within governmental struc- 
tures. 

Intake procedures, be- 
cause of special regulations, 
are different, but are still per- 
formed by the CETA intake 
network. 

(Public service employment 
is funded through a separate 
provision of the federal legis- 
lation which established the 
comprehensive manpower 
system). 

On-the-job training ~ This

function is performed by 
private employers working 
under. special contracts 
reimburse. costs in- 
curred over and above nor- 
mal hiring costs. 

On-the-job training opera- 
tions involve contact With em- 
Ployers for contract develop- 
ment, contract writing and 
contract monitoring. intake is 
regular CETA, as is assess- 
ment and counseling. 

This necessitates inte- 
grated operations, so that 
contracts are developed ac- 
cording to program needs 
and so that clients are 
enrolled to make use of con- 
tracted slots. + 

The Urban League and the 
National Alliance of Busi- 
nessmen are contractors for 
on-the-job training because 
of their particular skills and 
resources. 

Higher ‘education — The 
elements of work experience 
and occupational training are 
combined in this function. 
Clients attend accredited 
college course halftime and 
work experience in related 
areas. the remainder ofthe 
time, 

intake, assessment and 
placement are standard 
CETA operations, This aspect 
of the comprehensive man- 
power system will be de- 
livered by CMACAO. 

Apart from the specific ser- 
vices. described above, the 
training unit has the general

= When, last week, a jury of twelve “or- 
dinary” Americans, mostly Black and 
Predominantly middle-class, brought in 
their verdict in the Watergate trial of 
formcs-Peesiden: Nixon'g-cloeeet aides 
and confidants, they spelled out the 
Alpha and Omega of the series of 
events that must credit Black 
Americans with a major role in saving 
our Legal Justice System from total 
dissolution. 

But for the alertness of a Black, un- 
derpaid and unappreciated security 
Quard in the sprawling Watergate com- 
plex, the Pandora Box of criminal con- 
Spiracy revealed subsequent to and 
during the drawn-out trial in Judge 
John J. Sirica s courtroom, might never 
have come to light 

Nor would our judicial system have 
ever emerged wearing a shining halo of 
righteousness had not the lawyers for 
the defense made a calculated gamble 
that black jurors, assigned to a peer 
rolé, Would be Gasy to confuse. about 
the reams of evidence and arguments 
they had to assimilate during the long 
~weeks of their confinement 

nat then has the Watergate affair 
lished? 
fst, that the nation cannot dare 
in risk the concentration of power 
the hands of any Chief Executive, 
nor allow its elected representatives to 
Callously abandon the constitutional 
Prerogatives built in to our govern- 
Mental structure of checks and balan- 


Second, that power, unrestrained, 
corrupts, breeding contempt, 
afrogance, and disdain for the will of 
the people 

Third, that blacks, who had to fight, 
under our system, to be accorded the 
right to serve on juries, have come full

circle to the “peer” roles erivisioned by 
our Founding fathers. 

Finally, the verdict has restored 
among all Americans, a new con- 
fidance in the strenath of our iudicial 
system, and thus it is not surprising that 
the vast majority of our citizens, who 
entertained great misgivings that men 
so powertul could ever be convicted, 
consider the outcome a wholesome ver- 
dict for good government. 

As for a discredited and humiliated 
Richard Nixon's role as an unindicted, 
unconvicted and pardoned principal in 
the conspiracy, we believe that most 
Americans will agree with the remarks 
of U.S. Chief Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
who said: 


“I'm not troubled by the fact that the 
(former) President is not going to jail 
No President has ever suffered the in- 
famy and disgrace that this one did. It 
was even more ignominious than sitting 
in the slammer. What sank-him was-his 
lying ... People can tolerate a great deal 
in their public officials. If a person is 
big enough to say "| did it", he'll be 
forgiven. . 

“Watergate has done a tremendous 
amount of good for better government. 
Those who seek office know there's a 
very high standard expected of them ... 
There aren't many now who think they 
can depart from the straight -line. 
There'll be less usé of influence. 


“The attention given to this case will 
give its results a more lasting effect. It 
has made its impressions deep-rooted. 

The good that comes from It won't be 
@ passing fancy.” 

Black Americans, when this most 
critical trial in the nation's history, is 
reviewed by generations to come, can 
pridefully say. We were there! 


Road ToPoliticalAdvancement 


There was little observable gnashing

No Black man_in_thie century haa 
equalled the public acclaim accorded 
Or. King. He blazed a trail of militant 
leadership that gained him a worldwide 
reputation, 

in his 39 years, he lived a life that en- 
compassed achievements in the field of 
civil rights as a crusader for peace that 
brought him a Nobel Prize, Few men in 
history in such a brief life span, have 
equaled or excelled him. 

So great were his achievemenis for 
Black people, that, today, every Black 
Person in the United States, in one way 
or another, to some degree, have 
benefited from his efforts. 

Martin Luther King, Jr., Initiated an 
era. Unfortunately, that era ended with 
his untimely death. Although he 
spawned a group of dedicated young 
men who constituted his ad hoc 
cabinet, the organization through 
which they worked, ie today in sham- 
bles; but a reminder of the genius of 
the man who put it together. 

Streets, buildings, parks and 
numerous other things have been 
named for Dr. King. These are but a 
hollow reminder of the man, However, 
the one thing -he cherished the most 
and fought the hardest for, “human 
freedom,” |s all but forgotten. 

Today,.no one carries the torch he so 
militantly and courageously bore, The 
smoldering embers -of that torch still 
await the hand of leadership capable of 
bearing it aloft ‘again as a symbolic 
flame. 

The most fitting monument grateful 
Black people can create for Or, King, is 
to have it said of him as it was sung 
about John Brown: “His body fies 
buried in the clay but his soul goes 
marching on," 

This then raises the question: “Did 
Martin Luther King die in vain.” What 
do our people say or think when. they 
ride or walk down the streets named for 
Dr, King. The muggers, dope peddlers 
who prow! these. streets, plazas and 
parks, do they think their unlawful acts 
are a fitting rememberance of this sain- 
ted man? Do the children who attend 
the schools named to honor him, study 


In every community there are many 
unsung heroes who never strive for, 
and consequently seldom ever receive, 
the recognition deserve. They are 
generally those who, despite the very 
evident deterioration of moral. values in 
our society, have managed to cling to 
the basic ‘principles of decency, 
morality, truth, honesty, and those 
homely virtues that once characterized 
the solid middie class of citizens who 
are the backbone of any nation, and 
assuredly of a nation such’ aa the 
United States of America, where most 
of the emphasis has been directéd to 
the accumulation of material goods. 

These are the unsung people, men 
and women, who have combined a 
sense of responsibility with the un- 
Precedented amount of freedom that 
Americans enjoy, and who believe that 
the national im can never exceed 
that of the combined will of the basic 
national unit, the family. 

These people are the only real “law 
and” order” now actively 
Practicing in communities throughout 
the nation. Thev a’e the rara souls wha 
SUIT TAKS Seriously tne admonition “The 
family that prays together, stays 
together”. They still belleve that 
honesty, thrift, concern for their neigh- 
bors, and respect for the rights of 
others, are the welisprings of suc- 
cessful living. 

So, they try, though not always suc- 
cessfully,.to teach their offspring these 
homely virtues, and do so not by per- 
cept, but by example. They are the 
front mass of citizens who have 


fashioned the Christian- image for 
America. Th are the Individuals 
willing to 6 sacrifices for their 


children, so that each succeeding 
generation might enjoy a quality of life 
often denied their parents.

Would Martin Luther King be it 
he returned to us today and saw how 
shallow our reverence is for him and 
his program. How tawdry we have been, 
in our acts of convenience, to pretend 
how much we appreciated his 
sacrifices and even his death! 

To those who think Or, King brought 
us all the way into the promised land, 
here are his words as epoken at 
Marietta College in Ohio: “Now it Is a 
fact that we've come a long, long way, 
Sut ne tantetie whens tin: Amdt 
afraid if | stop here | will leave you the 
victims of a dangerous optimiam. I'm 
afraid if | stop here we will end up with 
an illusion wrapped in ey: 
So, In order to tell the truth, It Is 
necessary to move on; not only to talk 
In terme of the progress that has been 
made, but we must also: say in no un- 
certain terms, that we still have along, 
tong way to 90 before the problem of 
racial justice is solved in our country.” 

In this same he sald: “The 
Negro must do everything he can to 
equip himself to fet an education and 
ta he tl himself for the transition that 
is taking place." 

These are the admonitions and 
challenges he (eft us. it is in. this 
framework of his philosophy that wa 
Qught to erect our monuments to his 
sainted memory. Torch bearera in a 
freedom crusade would be far more fit- 
ting of our rememberance of him than 
eying else, 

. King warned, we must not 
become “the victims of a dangerous 
optimism." 

Nobody knew better: than did Dr, 
King, that with all of his achievements 
in the field of civil rights, we still have a 
“tong, long way to go.” 

As the Negro struggles today with the 
problems of crime, dope, and illusions 
about progress, Dr, King’s words come 
to us again from a speech in Atlanta. 
He said: “Without hard work, time itaeit 
becomes the ally of the primitive forces 
of social stagnation, We must always 
be up and doing, and realize that the 
time Is always right to do right," 

Or. King in his last speech said he 
saw the promised land from the moun. 
tain top. He realized then that we hadn't 
yet reached that land. 

We will be fools today to think that 
we have. His challenge to us is to work 
and plod over that mountain on into 
that land of peace, brotherhood and 
racial achievement and pride. 

Celebrations without dedication vows 
to achieve the goals he set for us, are

McLin, who has seniority rank among the nine 
blacks, holds seats on the influential Rules Com- 
mittee, State Government and Elections Sub- 
committees. . 

Bell, who Is beginning his second term, drew the 
following committee assignments: Education, Human 
Resources, insurance, Utilities, Financial Institutions 
and Ways and Means. 

In the meantime, Gov. John Gilligan, who sang his 
swan song before a joint session of the Legislature 
last Tuesday, also announced several appointments. 

Among the Republican appointees was Robert 
Bry of Cleveland, who was named to replace J. Frank 
Troy of Toledo on the Ohio Civil Rights Commission. 
His term expired last November. His successor's term 
ends July 28, 1979. 

Gilligan also appointed Mary K. Lazarus of 
Columbus to succeed J. Slator Gibson, a prominent 
black Toledo attorney, on the Ethics Commission for 
a term inning Dec, 19, 1974 and terminating Dec. 
18, 1980. Mrs. Lazarus is the wife of Robert Lazarus 
Jr.,@ top official with the Lazarus Dept. Store chain. 

Of all appointees, an out-stater is the most 
prominently known. U.S. Senator Edward W. Brooke, 
(R-Mass), was named to the National Museum of Afro- 
American History and Planning Council, His term 
commenced Feb. 5, 1974 and expires Jan. 31, 1978.

Racism; Rising Or Waning? 


Racism, called by some “the American disease,” 
has slackened since its glory days years ago, but It is 
still with us and still represents a major public health 
problem. 

The Infection of raciem has been erally con- 
tained over the past decade but signs of a resurgence 
are vateurerh lie many white Americans may be 
content to think itis a thing’ of the past, the truth Is 
that racism Is still alive and well in 1975, 

It struck In its sickest form around New Year's when 
SSeS wie wy se epeuIaMro, Ter WUrnTiy UCR 
family was amited in a previously all-white neigh- 
borhood in Queens. 

It struck in’ its currently accepted form when 
Boston's School Committees, defying a contempt of 
court citation, retused to submit a desegregation plan 
for the city’s troubled schools. 

And it struck in its most hidden form -- the ac- 
cumulated hurta and p —~ slack Jifetime — when a 
Chicago police det died of eo heart attack 
leaving behind a letter revealing the toll prejudice and 
discrimination took. “Mine is a wasted life he wrote, 
“full of degradation, muted feelings and not 
belonging. This is one hall of a world for a black 
man,” 

It Is instructive that raciam's victims in these instan- 
ces — an innocent black family, black school children, 
and @ lone black man.- all lived in the North, in cities 
that oo vocal in thelr support for black civil rights In 
the South. 

Doubtless, instances of racism could be drawn from

The judge freed. three men, 
men who had served only a 
few months feeling that they 
do not deserve further per- 
secution at the hands of 
justice. They are all 
Prominent men of national 
adminstration connections 
with former President Nixon, 
They are free and are thank- 
ing their God that they are 
tree. 

Prisons are full of black 
men whose crimes did not af- 
fect the nation, only an indiv- 
Idual or two. They, too, have 
repented ‘and rearetied their 
acts. |f they were given a new 
lease on living among their 
fellowmen, respecting the 
rules and laws laid down by 
society in relations of men 
among men, they could go to 
their homes and hear their 
mothers, fathers, sisters and 
brothers, er wives and 
childven: thank God for their 
felease and probably would 
do a good job in reformation 
es the three released by the 
eminent judge of Watergate 
fame. 


But those blacks. and 
whites behind bars go on 
peak ishing inside prison 
walls, 
that the three prominent men 
will never be in trouble again 
and probably will live to ripe 
old ages, accepted as mem- 
bers of a social set and hold 
pretty good positions. 

Their cause of outlaw ac- 
tion lay in a@ different direc- 
tion than the many thousands 
of young blacks, old blacks 
and whites behind bars, They 
were bent the 
nation? 

Bent on saving the nation: 
By ernog acts to get a man 
reelected to the presidency? 
Who were to benefit by that 
reelection more than they, 
other than the reelected Pres- 
ident? They, each, held high 
jobs with fat salaries, so the 
high note of the cause lowers 
itself to the depth of self in- 
terest in the motivating cause 
of the crimes. 

Any different from the many 
persons behind bars for com- 
mitting a crime for self 
enrichment? In each in- 
Stance, self interest would be 
the. chief motivating-cause-of 
the acts. 

Prisons have many inmates 
who are not safe for them- 
selves or communities when 
at large for their life 
or eony possesses them 
with egotism of a king who 
can do no wrong regardless 
of what others may deem the 
acts, But there are many men 
who generally think right but 
“were not just thinking right" 
at the time of their crimes 

Now these men did not go 
to those fine bachelor jails of 
the national government 
where special priveliges exist 
galore. They went behind

Homeownership, with its 
many benefits, also carries 
with it the burden and 
responsibility for maintaining 
‘and improving the property, 

The properly cared for 
home pays dividends that can 
be unnecessarily forfeited if 
improvements and main- 
tenance are deferred. 

Under the new Housing 
and Community Development 
Act of 1974, the HUD/FHA in- 
surance program for Home 
Improvement Loans has been 
made more attractive for the 
individual. 

Previously, the interest rate 
had varied according to the 
amount and term of the loan, 
and the loan maximum was 
$5,000 for seven years. Single 
family home improvement 
loans may now be made in 
amounts up to $10,000, with a 
maximum finance charge of 
12 percent aand- maximum 
maturity period of 12 years. 

Borrowers are free to shop 
around — and should — for 
the most favorable rate, and 
lenders can charge any rate 
up to the ceiling. 

The HUD/FHA loan in- 
surance program is 
authorized by Title! of the 
National Housing Act. These 
HUD/FHA-insuréed Title | 
home improvement loans may 
be used for any improve- 
ments that will make your 
home a basically more livable 
and useful place. The loans 
can even be used for dish- 
washers, refrigerators, 
freezers, and ovens that are 
built into the house -- 
however, they may not be

Neither can these ioans be 
used for what are considered 
luxury-type articles; for exam- 
ple, swimming pools and out- 
door fireplaces, Additionally, 
it Is not permissable to use 
the loan to pay for work 
already done. 

The loan can be used to 
pay for materials and labor, 
and the improvements can be 
made a@ contractor or 
dealer; if- you have the ex- 
perience and skill for the job, 
you can do it yourself. 

HUD's pamphiet, “Fixing 
Up Your Home: What To Do 
And How To Finance It,” 
provides guidance and in- 
formation that you would do 
well to review before un- 
dertaking improvements on 
your home. 

There are three require- 
ments you must meet to 
secure one of these loans. 
First, you must own your 
property or have a long term 


lease on it. Second, you must 
have a satisfactory credit 
rating. And, third, you must 
have enough income te repay, 
the loan over its term. 

The loan insurance 
program is generally avail- 
able throughout the country 
through banks and other 
qualified lenders. 

The loan can be small 
enough to pay just for 
materials, or larger, and can 
cover architectural and 
engineering costs and 
pes permit fees. In most 
cases, loans under $7,500 do 
not require any. seourity other 
than your signature and no 
cosigner is needed, 

With the present national 
economic climate, second 
thought should be given 
before acquiring new financial 
indebtedness, Creditors are 
seldom sympathetic as to the 
whys, when you. are late. in 
making a loan os 

However, some home 
repair is essential to maintain 
property value and excessive 
cost when minor repairs go 
unattended and cause major 
structural damage. 

There are several good 
plans with reasonable terms 
tor hens gt home im- 
provements, if one must 
borrow. You should shop 
around. And you should 
never sign anything you do 
not. completely understand.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The 
size of schoo! classes DOES 
make a difference. 

Take it from_ Dr. Martin 
Olson. Summarizing his ex- 
tensive research study span. 
ning seven years he declared 
that “any way one tries to 
slice it’ smaller classes 
produce significantly higher 
quality education than large 
ones, 

And take it from thousands 
of teachers who need no con- 
vincing that children benefit 
in a great many ways when 
classes are kept small. The 
National Education Asso- 
clation, which sounds out the 
nation's teachers periodical- 
ly, has found that “working 
with too many students each 
day” is one of their major 


problems, Closely related 
headaches are; too many 
Students with too much 


variance -in their intellectual 
abilities, too many nonin- 
structional chores for 
teachers, and too many 
students who don't really 
care whether school con- 
tinues or not. 

Despite some recently pub- 
liclzed claims that kids fare 
as well in large classes as 
small ones, teachers all over 
the country are ready to rebut 
the argument, They point out 
that class size may be the dif- 
ference between teaching in 
depth and baby-sitting. When 
a class is: large, the vast 
range of human differences 
and needs must be virtually 
ignored and the group 
treated as *though homo- 
genized—each person a car- 
bon copy of all the rest. 

School exécutives as weil 
as the teachers may basically 
favor small classes but they 
often bump into a barrier 
tight educational financing 
Too frequently in recent 
yéars the response has been 
to lop off some school 
programs and services and 
trim down the instructional 
staff--with class size.creeping 
up instead of going down 

What are the major evils of 
large classes? Well, for star- 
ters there is teacher fatigue 
The teacher may begin the 
school year with zip and zest 


but after days of constant 
wear from jam-packed 
classes, his enthusiasm is 


dulled, his energy sapped, his 
morale depressed 

Bad behavior by students 
often is a characteristic of 
large classes, educators 
report, For example, “bum- 


ping and shoving” by 
children tends to increase as 
class size 
teachers have observed. 


The gievest situation, the 
one that stands out starkly in 
large classes, is the teacher's 
inability to give adequate in- 
dividual attention to students. 
\f raised hands must go unan- 
swered, the time will come 
when they won't be raised 
anymore, 

Putting the matter more 
positively, teachers who are 
Not overburdened with wail. 
to-wall pupils can do a better 
job of meeting the needs of 
gach child and leading him 
toward his full potential. 

Some of the gain may be in 
traditional areas of learning. 
The teacher with a modest- 
sized class can, for instance, 
Pinpoint individuals’ weak- 
nesses in particular school 


subjects atid hélp them shore * 


up _in*those areas 

The greatest rewards from 
smaller classes, though, 
probably come in those hard- 
to-measure areas of per- 
sonality and character. The 
teacher fortunate-to~ have 
smaller classes can em- 
phasize human values: for 
example, foster self-accept- 
ance by the child, helping 
him improve his self-image 
and build contidence; 
nourish creative traits in the 
child; and aid his social 
development, This teacher 
can also try out innovations 
that may make his teaching 
more effective. (Research has 
shown that teachers tend to 
take on innovations in small 
classes, only to drop them if 
the classes become large.) 
And—certainly not least—he 
can make the classroom a 
pleasant place where a life- 
long love of learning can take 
root 

Some encouraging steps 
are being taken to lower 
average class size, Particu- 
larly significant is the Califor- 
nia program, under the direc- 
tion of state school superin- 
tendent Wilson Riles, which 
Is scheduled to reduce the 
pupil-teacher ratio in the 
critical kindergarten-through- 
grade-3 level to 10:1 over a 
period of years 

In other states, progress is 
district-by-district, usually at
